A CHRISTMAS 
LETTER 

by Rev. Floyd M. Price 

To Christians and church people in 
general, a real Christmas message would 
be something else entirely, if it did not 
contain a spiritual portrayal of the nativity 
scene. 

Perhaps each of us feels himself so 
simple minded or numb to the urgings of 
any heavenly vision that we can scarcely 
grasp the full import of any of the parts of 
the Christmas happenings as so 
beautifully depicted in the New Testa- 
ment. I hope to be able to roll into one bun 
a rewarding mental view of the several 
ingredients of the coming of the 
Christ-Child. Then each of us may take our 
own worshipful microscopic view of one or 
more of the primal incidents of Christmas. 

We know there were WISEMEN 
SEARCHERS. And we know they followed 
a star. They followed its light until they 
found THE STAR of the THEN, which was 
THE STAR of the NOW, and of ALL 
ETERNITY. The question which each of 
us must ask himself is: Who are the wise, 
and am I one of them? We know that the 
lowly shepherds — perhaps a little less 
wise in many of the profound ways of the 
world culture — were even more sensitive 
to SPIRITUAL and CELESTIAL matters. 
The shepherds, while missing the star, 
both saw and heard the angels — which the 
wisemen had neither seen or heard. How 
common am I? How spiritual are you? Can 
we either see stars or hear angels? The 
shepherds were favored to hear the very 
first Christmas Carol ever sung. It was 
choraled by a whole choir of angels, on the 
first Christmas morning. And it was 
staged on the skyline above the treetops. 
Not only was that music the sweetest the 
shepherds had ever heard — they found 
themselves stunned to silence by such 
luminous radiance that it dazzled their 
eyes. Then one of the Seraphs brought 
them this message: "There is born unto 
you in the city of David, a Savior who is 
Christ the Lord."

Federal Credit Union, 
service on the Board of Directors of the 
Cannon Street Y.M.C.A. ; membership in, 
and two terms as president of the 
Ministerial Alliance of Charleston. He was 
treasurer and general manager of the CO.

A church was trying to find a minister.

Looking to the 
Pulpit Committee, the board member 
asked, "What do you think — shall we hire 
him?" The good church folk were aghast. 
What? Hire an unhealthy, trouble-making, 
absent-minded, ex-jailbird? Was this 
board member crazy? Who signed that 
application? What minister had such 
colossal nerve? The board member eyed 
them all keenly before he answered. "It's 
signed, the Apostle Paul."

Bread for the World, a Christian' 
citizens' movement in the U.S.A., haS| 
.proposed that Christians throughout the 
country write to their U.S. Representative 
and-or one of their U.S. Senators in support 
of the "right to food" resolution which was 
introduced in both houses of Congress in' 
September. 

The object of this nationwide "offering 
of letters" from churches on behalf of 
hungry people is to secure passage in 
Congress of a resolution asserting the 
"right to food" as a cornerstone of U.S. 
policy. Many congregations across the 
country, in many denominations, will be 
inviting members to write such letters and 
then bring them to church to be placed in 
the offering as an act of worship, an 
offering of their citizenship on behalf of 
the hungry. 

The United Church of Christ Inter-Agen- 
cy Staff working Group on World Hunger 
supports this effort and recommends it for 
one of the last three Sundays in November, 
or whenever convenient. 



CHRISTIAN 
ENLISTMENT: 1975 

Many congregations completed their 
1975 Christian Enlistment on Stewardship 
Sunday, November 9. Many of them used 
the theme for the day, "Give . . you can 
make a difference!" 

When we give — freely and generously 
— to the work of the church in our local 
community, Conference, and throughout 
the nation and world, great things can be 
accomplished for Christ and for the sake of 
humanity it can make a difference 

Delegates to the Tenth General Synod of 
the United Church of Christ last summer 
were asked to tabulate what difference it 
would make if the members of the 
approximately 700 congregations of which 
they were members were to take seriously 
the recommendation of a previous General 
Synod and give. to the work of the church 
an amount equal to $1 per week for every 
$1,000 of annual income. When the 
individual tabulations were added togeth- 
er, the total amounted to a staggering 
$41,171,587 possible increase! Just think 
what a difference it would make if we were 
to follow this recommendation!
